THE DR. WHEELER, CASE. 


The Accused Yet in Custody—No 


New Developments. 


Cream of the Testimony at the Inquest- 


The Verdict. 


The announcement in the REPUBLICAN 


of last Saturday that Dr. James D. 
Wheeler had been 
that day, charged 


arrested at noon on 
with the murder of 


Miss Estella Eisley, daughter of A. T. 
Eisley, created a decided sensation in all 
quarters of the city among all classes of 
people. The case is one that excites gen- 
eral and widespread interest, because of 
the serious nature of the charge and the 
somewhat peculiar circumstances con- 
nected with the terrible deed. The de- 
ceased was believed by her father and 
relatives to be a woman of unquestioned 
chastity, and in this belief her acquaint- 
ances generally shared. As yet the author 
of her ruin is unknown, and thus far no 
steps have been taken to ascertain the 
name of that person. 


THE INQUEST. 


The arrest of the accused necessitated 


the holding of nn inquest on the body of 
Miss Eisley, and Coroner Dinneen sum- 
moned the jury on Saturday afternoon. 
The jury repaired to Green wood-cemetery 
to view the remains before hearing the 
testimony. Besides the jury there -were 
present State's Attorney Johns, for the 
People, Judge Nelson, tbe prisoner's coun- 
sel, several officers and spectators, repre- 
sentatives of the city press, and the fol- 
lowing physicians: E. L. Walston, S. J. 
Bumstead, W. J. Chenoweth, Ira N. 
Barnes, E. W. Moore, Cass Chenoweth, 
B. F. Sibley, P. B. Sparks and M. Bran- 
dom. The body v?as exhumed, and the 
remains, still looking as natural as on 
Thursday when they were consigned to 
the grave, were exposed to view bv the 
removal of the lid of tbe casket. 
The 


disinterment and subsequent scenes \vere 
quite dramatic and sadly impressive.— 
Those gathered about the coffin stood 
with uncovered heads as they looked upon 
the face and form of one whose sufferings 
were greater than tongue or pen can ex- 
press—one whose young life went out in 
the very morning of her womanhood. It 
was not a time for much, reflection, and 
without unnecessary delay the physicians 
performed the duty nsssigned them in the 
presence of the jury, all outsiders being 
excluded from observation. That duty 
was to make a second post-moi-tem exam- 
nation of the body, nnd it was accom- 
plished as soon as possible. 


The testimony of the physicians named 


above was then heard by the jury. They 
all agreed upon the point that an abortion 
had been performed upon the deceased. 
All had examined the uterus and found it 
TOnctured. 


The hearing of further testimony TVBB 


deferred until 7:30 o'clock, and the body 
was again consigned to the grave. The 
ury reassembled in the sheriff's office in 
court house at 7:30 o'clock, tbe people 
represenled by Mr. Johns and Crea & 


Iwing, and the accused by Nelson & 
Hundley and I. A. Buckingham. Doctor 
Wheeler was not present. 
Seven -wit- 


nesses were examined. 
Mrs. Gertrude 


Cerhune, sister of the ^deceased, tes- 
ified that Srelln came home quite sick on 
September 26th, and had euTered terribly 
up to the evening of October 10th, when 
he died. Witness stated that on the day 
Stella died she said: "I fee! as if I had 
jeen torn all to pieces by that doctor, 
meaning Wheeler.) I could shoot him 
is I would a cur dog." She also told of 
nstruments having been used by Wheel- 


Mrs. Lizzie Loring, sister of the 


deceased, stated that she had seen the 
tccused use instruments on two occasions, 
iut she could not describe them. The 
.octor had said Stella's trouble was con- 
'estion of the bowels. Witness had seen 
Vheeler wrap something up and carry it 
way from the house. Didn't know what 
; was, Dr. Josiali Brown testified as to 


She heard the conversation between Stella 
and Dr. Wheeler,which she detailed to the 
jury This happened about tbe 29th of 
September. That day Stella gave witness 
a key to, a wash stand drawer and told her 
to open it and give deceased some letters 
she would find there. The letters were 
given to Wheeler by witness, when Stella 
said: "Doctor, you take them; you know 
what they are." There was but one en- 
velope, but there was more than one letter 
in it. The doctor made 110 reply but took 
the envelope and put it in one of the in- 
side pockets of his coat. James Keefe 
testified as to having seen one of A. T. 
Bisley's daughters come out of the stair- 
way leading to Wheeler's office. The girl 
seemed to be in great pain and very weak 
and her condition was such as to attract 
the attention of witness ns he was passing 
along. A man whom he did not know, 
but now believes to have been Doctor 
Wheeler, caugbt hold of tbe arm of the 
girl and supported her as she walked to 
the edge of the pavement where a buggy 
was standing. Witness took no further 
notice of the couple but passed on about 
his business. Fred W. Willis, brother-in- 
law of the deceased, saw Stella sick in bed 
on September 26th, and Dr. Wheeler told 
him that he had found Stella sick up town 
in front of a drug store and that he had 
brought her home in a buggy he had bor- 
rowed in the emergency. Stella had 
asked witness to shoot her nnd end her 
Buffering. Witness said Stella had been 
visiting Wheeler's office since last April 
or May, going there about twice a week; 
during the three weeks previous to her 
death she hud gone there as often as five 
or six times each week, and witness' wife 
had told him that Stella was going there 
too often.

een treated properly. Miss Lizzie Mur- 
ky, a near neighbor, testified as to the 
ull'erings of the poor girl.

How the Poor Live in Mexico. 


Philadelphia Times. 


No description can give an ade- 


quate idea of the extreme poverty 
and scarcity of comforts among the 
mass of the Mexican people. Their 
houses are built of adobe (large mud 
bricks dried in the sim and laid in a 
mndmortar), covered with a thatch- 
ed roof, ^without floors or window- 
glass, containing one, sometimes two 
rooms, and generally devoid of furn- 
iture. The cooking is usually done 
outside, under a small 
thatched 


awning. 
Cooking 
stoves are un- 


known save amoug a few of the 
wealthier class and some foreigners. 
Earthen ware cooking utensils are 
exclusively used, and are of the most 
primitive kind. 
Meals are served 


on a mat made of grasses spread 
upon the floor; all the family squat 
around it and help themselves. No 
chairs, no tables, no knives and forks. 
A dish of beans, possibly some dried 
beef, and the ever present tortillas, 
constitute the repast. 
This latter 


article is made from corn 
meal 


ground between two stones, and is 
prepared fresh for every m'eal. It is 
thoii made into a stiff dough, from 
which round flat cakes are worked 
out by the hand to about the size of 
an ordinary cake of pilot bread. This 
is then baked on an 
earthenware 


griddle; thoeake is thin and bakes 
quickly. 
This latter with beans con- 


stitutes the principal diet of the 
poor. 
Butter is unknown, and few 


ever get coffee. 
Goats' milk is used 


instead of that from the cow, from 
preference, as there are plenty of 
cows in the country, but they are 
esteemed only for "breeding. 
The 


poor wear cotton clothing altogether, 
| and if it is cold a blanket or a shawl, 
half wool and half cotton—is thrown 
over the shoulders. 
The drink is 


mescal. 
This is a liquor distilled 


from the maguey plant, and tastes 
very much like Scotch whisky. It is 
the national drink of the country. 
The rich indulge in champagne, in 
fact, all kinds of wines and brandy. 
American bottled 
beor is making 


rapid strides to a first place as a 
beverage among the Mexican people. 
Chicago and St. Louis have their 
drummers all through the country, 
and American beer can be had in al- 
most any town 
in the States of

From Saturday's Daily 


Our readers will remember that on 


Tuesday evening last Miss Estella Bisley, 
aged 22 years, died rather suddenly at the 
home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. A. T. 
Bisley, on East William street. The de- 
ceased had been ill for a period of about 
two weeks, and was attended by Dr. Jas. 
D. Wheeler, the eclectic physician and 
Burgeon, whose office is over Smith's drug 
store, on Water street, and was thought 
to be in an improved condition on Mon- 
day, but on Tuesday she became sudden- 
ly worse and died that evening. She was 
a dark-eyed, dark haired young woman.of 
slight build, and had bved in Decatur all 
her life. 


THE POST-MOKTEM EXAMINATION. 


At the suggestion of the family, on 


Wednesday afternoon a post-mortem ex- 
amination was had to ascertain the real 
cause of the death, which was given out 
by the attending physician as congestion 
of the lungs and bowels. The examina- 
tion was made by Dr. R L. Walston and 
Dr. S. J. Bumstead, in the presence of 
Dr. Wheeler and the parents and rela- 
tives of the girl. The physicians discov- 
ered evidences that an abortion had been 
committed, that the fcetus had been re- 
moved, and that the womb had been 
punctured in places. 


The funeral took place from the family 


residence on Thursday afternoon, the re- 
mains being interred in Greenwood cem- 
etery. 


DK. WHEELEH ARRESTED. 


Tuis forenoon, at the instance of Albert 


T. Risley, a brother of the deceased, State's 
Attorney Johns drew up a state war- 
rant for the arrest of Dr. James D. 
Wheeler, charging him with the murder 
of Estella Kisley. It was issued by Jus- 
tice Curtis, and at noon to-day the accus- 
ed was arrested in his office by Sheriff 
Foster. The prisoner accompanied the 
sheriff to his office and from thence to 
the county jail, where he will have to be 
kept in custody, as his is not a bailable 
case. 


The accused was seen in the jail by a 


REPUBLICAN reporter and was asked if 
he had any statement to make. He re- 
plied that he couldn't say anything until 
he had consulted with his attorney, Mr. 
I. A. Buckingham, whom he has engaged 
to defend him. He said he would insist 
on an immediate examination, and at the 
preliminary trial he would make a sworn 
statement. 


Dr. Wheeler, who has a wife and 


daughter residing in Decatur, came here 
from Raymond, 111., two years ago. He 
is a native of Ohio, and lived during his 
boyhood in Greenville, Bond county, III 
He is a gray-haired man of large frame, 
and is past 55 years of age. We trust 
that he may be able to establish his inno- 
cence of the terrible charge preferred 
against him. 


AS INQUEST ORDERED. 


An order was issued this afternoon to 


Coroner Dinueen to summon a jury and 
hold an inquest on the body of the de- 
deceased. The remains will be exhumed 
and viewed by the jury, and all testimony 
bearing on the case will be heard by 
them, together with the testimony of Drs. 
Walston and Bumstead. 


THE JURY 


is composed of Dr. B. A. Allison, M. 
Brandom, Jesse Leforgee, J. Q. A. Odor, 
I. O. Eyman and Michael Elson. The 
witnesses summoned are A. T. Kisley, 
Gertrude Terhune, Maggie Risley, G. V. • 
Loring, Henry Smith, Fred Willis, Lizzie 
Murphey, Ablah Kisley and seven or 
eight physicians. 


Powder Explosion. 


The fatal accident in the Niantic coal 


mine Tuesday night was not caused by 
fire-damp or coal gas, It was the result 
of a premature explosion of blasting pow- 
der, caused by the carelessness or ,inexpe- 
nence of the unfortunate young men in 
handling the powder. Livingstone died 
yesterday. The following is the verdict 
of the jury at the inquest:

Charles Lindsay, the other man injured 


died yesterday evening. We learn that 
there is no fire-damp in the mine, and we 
make this correction in justice to the man- 
agers. 


The jury exonerated Supt. Graham and the 


mine managers. No lilarne can be attached to 
either of them.

What Title Has the Democratic 


Party to be Trusted.

It is now nearly twenty-two years 


since the Democratic party was driy- 
en from power in this country, by 
the votes of an indignact and be- 
trayed people. 
While, during that 


period it has, at times, been in the 
majority in Congress, it has never 
been able to secure control of the 
Executive Department 
At every 


general election, the people, by the 
use of constitutional methods, have 
placed an effectual barrier in the 
way of the accomplishment of the 
most elaborate designs to this end. 


. If there were sufficient reasons for 


the expulsion of the Democratic 
party from control ct the Govern- 
ment in I860, there have been still 
more abundant reasons why it should 
not be returned to power since. Pre- 
vious to that time, grown arrogant 
and despotic by long possession of 
the Government, it was the mere 
tool of the slave power, to which it 
looked for its chief support 
The 


war of the rebellion was but the out- 
growth of the circumstances which 
the Democratic party had been in- 
strumental in creating, and was con- 
trolled bya spirit which it had fostered 
and encouraged. 
While there were 


thousands of patriotic and loyal Dem- 
ocrte, the fact that they were so, 
caused their temporary or permanent 
alienation from the great body of 
their political associates. 
The mass 


of the party were-opposed to the pol- 
icy of the government for the pres- 
ervation of the Union, and the lead- 
ers pursued that grand patriot and 
incorruptible 
statesman, Abraham 


Lincoln, with a degree of fiendish 
hatred that has never been equaled 
in the history of the country before 
or since. 
The files of every Demo- 


cratic newspaper in the land bear 
witness to this fact, which should 
cover with shame their editors who 
now hypocritically attempt to mouth 
the praises of the man whom they 
hounded to his grave, and whose 
murder they inspired. 


With this record impressed indeli- 


bly upon the history of tho country, 
what has the democratic party since 
done to entitle it to a restoration to 
that power from which it was so 
justly driven twenty-two years ago? 
It ia true that it has ceased of late 
years to quote the Resolutions of 
1798—the original germ of secession 
in this country—as the pole-star of 
their political truth. It is true that 
they have in that time presented as 
many new aspects as there have been 
elections—taking on some new polit- 
ical color, with the facility 
of the 


chameleon at each 
new political 


campaign. But when has it dis- 
tinctively repudiated or recanted the 
heresies

is no record of any such act. All its 
changes of policy—and they have 
been numerous enough, in all con- 
science—have been simply for the 
purpose of getting control of the 
government again. Repelled and re- 
pudiated when professing one set of 
principles, it would, at the very next 
election, adopt an entirely new set— 
always feeling its way back into 
power. 
The men who plotted in se- 


cret to defeat the government in its 
struggle with treason and rebellion, 
and whe rejoiced when the Union 
flag was trailed in the dust of disas- 
ter and defeat, reinforced by those 
who maintained that struggle in the 
field, now constitute the loaders of 
that party, just as they did twenty 
years ago. 
No evidence can be pre- 


sented that any one of these has 
ever expressed one word of regret for 
the part he played while trying to 
destroy his country, while scores have 
boasted that they would, under like 
circumstances, do so again. 


Republicans of Illinois, is a party 


thus inspired and thus led, worthy 
to be entrusted with the destinies of 
this state and the nation? If yon 
think not, then stand fast by the 
only party which has ever van- 
quished the Democracy, and the only 
party which can do so. 


THE chief lesson taught by the 


Ohio election is that all Republicans 
must vote, and vote for the Republi- 
can nominees, in order to win a Re- 
publican victory.

Among the reforms which have 


grown up under Republican suprem- 
acy, and which commends this party 
to the suffrages of all the people, is 
that of bringing the postal service 
within the reach of all and at the 
same time making the receipts from 
cheap postage cover the expenses of 
the postal department. 
During the 


past fiscal year, ending June 30, the 
report shows that the postal depart- 
ment has paid its expenses and got 
§1,500,000 left. 
This showing is re- 


markable, considering the vast extent 
of business, the many thousands of 
people employed in the work, and 
the wide expanse of territory through- 
out which mail matter is distributed. 


During the administration of Fill- 


more this department more tban 
paid expenses, and at the close of 
1852 there was a large balance in 
favor of the government, notwith- 
standing the reduction of postage in 
1851 as a Whig measure. 
Under 


Fierce the expenses increased rapidly 
and continued all through Buchan- 
an's term, until 1830, when the ex- 
penses were 810,000,000 greater than 
the receipts, as discovered when the 
executive authority was transferred 
to President Lincoln. The war fol- 
lowed and greatly complicated the 
postal service, but the expenses grad- 
ually decreased in 1802, when the 
excess of receipts was §2,800,000, 
and in 1804 the deficit was only $200, 
000. In 1805 the department became 
not only self-sustaining, but the re 
ceipts over expenses amounted to 
$800,00. 
After the war the defi- 


ciency became the rale under Andy 
Johnson, and it amounted to about 
$4,000,000 a year. During Grant's 
eight years the revenues greatly in- 
creased, and the deficit was reduced 
to within ten per cont of the reve- 
nues, so that through Hayes' term 
the post office department 
nearly 


stood on its feet without assistance. 


When we consider the vast expense 


added to the postal service, in the 
establishment of United States mail 
cars on all the principal railroads in 
the country and the numerous clerks 
that handle the mail on the trains, 
the free delivery of mail in tie cities 
of 20,000 inhabitants, and the great 
army of mail carriers at salaries from 
1600 to $1,000 a year, it is wonder- 
ful to contemplate how it all can be 
done with so few irregularities and 
cases of dishonesty as are discovered 
among so many employes under the 
management of one man. 


The appropriation of Congress last 


year was $7,900,000 for the postal 
service, and the $1,500,000 of sur- 
plus receipts would leave the whole 
department $6,400,000, or a little 
more than one-half of the enorrnou 
deficiency 
which 
was 
found 
on 


the books when the last Demo 
cratic President, James Buchanan 
retired from office. 
These are hare 


facts which every voter, be he Green
